The business has been at its present location for 18 
years, having moved there froma smaller storefront on 
Solano Avenue. Besides rent, the store must pay taxes, 
insurance and for maintenance and upkeep. 

Developer Jeff. Smith denied raising the hardware 
store’s rent. 

“They told us that they wanted to leave even before 
We gave them any rent information,” he.said. 

“When we offered them half the space, they agreed 
that they didn’t need all the room,” he said. “They have 
been good tenants and we wanted to keep them.” ) 

He said that in a smaller space, the business would 
need less merchandise and fewer employees, as well as pay 
a lower business tax. 

Fehr responded that since taxes have gone up each 
time the building was sold, any tax reduction was likely to 
be quite’ small. 

“The hardware business is service-oriented, and you 
need an adequate staff,” he continued. ‘Customers can- 


out their plumbing without assistance.”’ “We've probably 
employed several hundred students while we’ve been in 
business here. This is the end of an era,” Fehr said. , 

“So many people have been in here to express their 
outrage at our leaving,”’ he went on. “I just didn’t realize 
how many friends we had.” 

Smith & Orr want to return the 60-year-old building 
— for which they paid more than $900,000 — to an earlier 
State of elegance. 

“We plan to take off the front and expose the brick 
facade behind it,”’ Smith explained. ““We’ll also take out

City awaits word from capital

LBANY — As the City Coun- 

cil continued to squeeze savings 

Tom next year’s tight-money 
budget, all eyes last week were on 
Sacramento for a decision by the state 
legislature on the amount of state 
“bail-out” money forthcoming to 
cities. 

The council had trimmed only $60,- 
846 from the budget as of Friday. A 
deficit of $186,000 is anticipated, so 
much of the serious talk about budget 
reductions and revenue generating 
measures was still to come. Adminis- 
trative Officer William Haden said he 
hoped the council's first time through 
the budget would have an educational 
effect on the city so it would be ready 
to deal with the real budget chop- 
ping. 

Just how much the city needs to cut 


«depends. upon.what happens.in Sacra~ 


mento. The current state proposal 


would give Albany all the bail-out 
money it received last year, but 
would take back $146,200 in state cig- 
arette and motor vehicle taxes. The 
council is hoping for passage of a 
League of California Cities-backed 
amendment to the budget guarantee- 
ing that no city would lose more in 
cigarette and motor vehicle taxes 
than it would gain in bail-out 
money. ‘ 

Even if the city was to receive all of 
the money it got last year, it still 
would face the choice of raising taxes 
or making further cuts. The council 
has already budgeted for a November 
election to raise the entrance tax at 
Golden Gate Fields. 

And even with increased taxes at 
the track and the ambulance fee 
which was tentatively approved, the 
city may well have to make further 
reductions.

As a trade-off, the board dipped 
into the budget’s undistributed re- 
serve, eliminated high school news- 
papers, the work experience pro- 
gram, elementary librarians (al- 
though teacher representatives say 
this is illegal), elementary school 
clerks, and part of the funding for 
secondary student and site supervi- 
SOTS. .

The next day, in the cold and misty dawn, the group 
of children gathered outside the lab. 

Demonstrators were sent in to be arrested in “waves” 
as they were needed to block traffic. When the children’s 
wave was sent to the lab’s West gate at 9 a.m., small 
groups of them sat down in rows. 


As one row would sit down, a row of California 
Highway Patrol officers in riot helmets would march up to 
them, stop, and announce through a bullhorn that they 
were violating section 647c of the penal code, (obstructing 
a roadway). 

Then, as supporters on the sidelines cheered and tele- 
vision cameras followed the action, the officers dragged or 
walked the children to a waiting bus, and tied their hands 
behind their backs with a yellow plastic rope. 

“The hard part was the fright when we were sitting 
down,” Amy said. 

The young demonstrators gave mixed reports of how 
they were treated. 

Many complained that their handcuffs were so tight 
they stopped circulation, and said that they were kept on 
the bus, hands tied behind them, for a total of six hours 
with no bathroom breaks or food. For 48 nervous children 
who had been up since 3 a.m., this was a hardship. Only a 
few were able to convince guards that they were in “dire 
need” and should be allowed to go to the restroom. 


Children were also indignant when a guard grabbed 
one of their number, who was kneeling on a bus seat, by 
the neck, spun her around and threw her back into her 
seat. Several children noted his name and badge num- 
ber. 

But some guards would loosen ropes, and after the 
children reached Juvenile Hall, they were offered food 
and given a chance to go outside.
